aR GEORGE ROG PAGGES 
AWAY AFTER ILLNESS 


Formerly Premier of Ontario| 1 


— 


Toronto, March 7.—Sir George Wil- 
liam. Ross, senator of the Dominion 
of Canada, and formerly Premier of 
the province of Ontario, died today 
alter an illness lasting several weeks. 
He was born in 1841. 

By profession a lawyer, Sir George 
was known popularly as ‘‘The 
Father of the new Ontario’ owing 
to activity in the development of 
that province. He was recognized as 
one of the best public speakers in 
the Dominion: He was strongly in 
favor of reciprocity trade relations 
with the United States, and a reso- 


lution introduced by him in 1882 
gave birth to the movement for 
reciprocity. He was called to the 


senate of Canada in 1907 and was 
knighted by King George in 1910. 
Sir George was a prolific writer on 
educational subjects, temperance and 
eontem:porary history. 


Hon. Sir George William Ross, 
LLD. (Middlesex), was the son olf 
the late James Ross and his wife, 
“llen Mckinnon, both natives of 
Ross-shire, Scotland, who came to 
Canada in 1832. Sir George was 
born near Nairn, Middlesex County, 
Ont., September 18, 1841. He was 
educated in pwhlic school and attend: 
ed Normal school in Toronto, until 
1869. He was inspector of public 
schools for County Lambton, 1871, 
and subsequently for Petrolea and 
Strathroy. He took a prominent 
vart in the creation of the model 
school system of Ontario and was 
the inspector of the model schools. 
{Ie was also a member of the Cen- 
‘ral Commission of Examiners, 1876 
to 1880. He matriculated in law at 
the Albert university in 1879, and 
rraduated LL.B. in 1883. He re- 
veived the degree of LL.D. from St. 
Andrew's university, Scotland; in 
1886 ; also LI..D. of Toronto univer- 
‘ity, Victoria, Queens and McMaster. 
He was elected to the house of 
commons for West Middlesex and rep- 
resented that constituency until he 
received the appointment of minister 
of education for Ontario in Novem- 
ber, 1883. He was re-elected at each 
election since, and had continued to 
hold the office of minister of educa- 
tion until October 21, 1889. He was 
called on to form an administration 
and became premier on October 14, 
1889. He completed his cabinet on 
October 21, taking the office of pro- 
vincial treasurer.. After the defeat of 
the Liberal party at the general 
election of 1905, Mr. (then) Ross and 
his ministry resigned on February 
7, 1905, and he advised the licuten- 
ant-governor to call on Mr. J. P. 
Whitney, K.C., leader of the opposi- 
tion, to form a new government. Sir 
George continued to lead the Liber- 
al party in the legislature until 
January, 1907, when he resigned, and 
was summoned to the senate on 
January 16, 1907. At the opening of 
the 1911-12 session, Sir George Ross 
was chosen as Liberal leader in the 
senate owing to the death of Sir 
Richard Cartwright. Sir George was 
created a Knight Bachelor in 1911. 
He was. also prominently identified 
in the cause of temperance. He was 
president for some years of the Dom- 
inion Educational association. He 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Canada in 1896. He was 
honorary commissioner to the Indian 
and Colonial exhibition in Tondon in 
1886. Sir George was regarded by 
many as the best platform speaker 
in Canada. 

He was the author of the life of 
late Tlon. Alex. Mackenzie, and of 
several educational and other works. 
He has delivered various lectures on 
the literary and national life of 
Canada. He was a delegate from 
the general assembly of Canada to 
the Pan-Presbyterian conference at 
Glasgow in 1896, also was a member 
of the senate of Knox College : presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers Life Tn- 
surance company. He attended the 
coronation of King Edward VIT. as 
an official guest in 1902. Sir George 
had been married three times. In 
1862 he was married to Christina, 
daughter of Duncan Campbell, she 
dying in 1872; his second wedding 
took place in 1875 to Catherine, 
daughter of William Boston; his 
third wife being Miss Peel, daughter 
of the late John R. Peel, of I-ondon, 
Ontario. 
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lecture on Alfalfa 
Growing at Clearview 


A week ago last Wednesday Mr. 
Hutton, of the Lacombe Experimen- 
tal Farm, gave an address in the 
Clearview school house on alfalfa 
growing. During the address and 
discussion the following points were 
brought out: 

To grow alfalfa suecessfully a good 
seed bed, free from weeds, is neces- 
sary. Innooulation of the soil if 
sown broadcast, if sown in- drills 
this may not he necessary. The 
Turkestan and Grimn varieties were 
recommended. Mr. Hutton is of the 
opinion that alfalfa can be grown 
successfully anywhere in Alberta, and 
it is by all odds the best fodder.

Mrs. R. L. Gaetz was appointed 
Secretary-Treasurer in place of 
Mrs. R. B. Woodsworth, who resign- 
ed. 

Mrs. Muldrew, of the Alberta 
Ladies’ College, gave a very instruc- 
tive lecture on the balancing of foods 
in the dict. She was listened to 
with a great deal of interest, and 
accorded a hearty vote of thanks. 
A short synopsis of’ the address is 
given below. 

The subject of giving a reception 
to the pupils and ex-pupils of the 
High School was then discussed. As 
it was decided to hold the reception, 
a committee was appointed to de- 
cide on time, place, refreshments, 
cte., and the “At Home’ will be 
held in -the assembly hall of the 
public school on Friday evening, 
March 13th, at eight o’clock sharp. 
All high school pupils and ex-pupils 
are invited. 

A meeting then adjourned to the 
basement of the church, where a 
demonstration was given by Mrs. 
Bjorkeland on bread mixing by the 
use of a bread-mixer. Recipes for 
bread making by Mrs. Bjorkeland, 
Mrs. H. H. Gaetz and Mrs. H. L. 
Gaetz were given, also recipes for 
cookies by Mrs. Lees, and marsh 
mallow loaf by Mrs. H. H. Gaetz. 
Some of the recipes follow below. 
T'ea was then served with samples 
of the above-named makes of bread 
(buttered), and the cakes and marsh 
mallow loaf with whipped cream.

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* , SYNOPSIS OF 
* MRS- MULDREW’S ADDRESS 
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The following are a few extracts 
from the paper given by Mrs. Mul- 
drew on the balancing of foods in 
the diet : 


BALANCED MEALS. 


Before saying anything about the 
balanced meal, may I speak briefly 
of the use of food to the body, and 
of the various food principles and 
their respective uses. 


It has been found that all foods 
may be chemically analyzed into pro- 
teids, fats, carbohydrates, mineral 
matter, and water. Fats are, as the 
implies, substances composed 
of fats of various kinds. Carbo- 
hydrates are foods which are com- 
posed of carbon hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, such as sugars and starches. 
Mineral matters are the various min- 
erals that enter into the composition 
of bone, etc., and the most impor- 
tant of all the food principles are 
the proteids, the name being formed 
from the Greek word protos—first. 
This gives no hint of the compo- 
sition of them, but they are such as 
the albumen of eggs, the gluten of 
wheat, zein of Indian corn, the glut- 
en of wheat forming 12} per cent. of 
the grain. The legumes, peas, beans, 
and lentils are rich in proteid, and 
therefore should form a valuable part 
of the dict. 


It was found by experiment that 
each food principle had a distinct 
function to perform. The body must 
be maintained at a certain normal 
temperature. It must make growth 
and repair the wastes that constant- 
ly occur. By observation we all 
know that in cold countries people 
eat more fat, and in hot countries 
more fruits and vegetables and less 
fat. Fats supply heat to the body, 
the carbohydrates energy, and the 
proteids can do hoth of these and 
also build up tissues.. To supply en- 
ergy or to maintain heats by pro- 
teids would be too expensive, so that 
we balance the dict so as to pro- 
vide a fair proportion of each. 
These, in all works written on the 
subject, are estimated in grammes, 
but to bring it to a standard of our 
own country, and one with which we 
are familiar, the average man needs 
four and a half ounces pure proteid 
daily, between three and four ounces 
fat, and ene pound carbohydrate. U 
we were to try to find all this pro- 
teid from meat it would take one 
and one-halt pounds lean meat; if 
from milk, four and one-half quarts ; 
if from eges, one and one-half dozen ; 


name 


if from potatoes, it would take a 
peck; from bread alone, three 
pounds. 


Meat is about 18 percent proteid, 
milk 3.3 per cent., eggs 13.1 percent, 
potatoes 1.8 percent. 

To make a meal of all of one 
article would give too large a_ per- 
eentage of some other principles, as 
in the potatoes. To attempt to get 
all proteid from potatoes a man must 
eat a peck a day, which would give 
him too much starch. Also if he 
were to get it from eges, there 
too complete absorption 
and too little residue. .So we find 
that a mixed dict is best, and hence 
all the study to find a balanced meal 
of mixed food.

Too much importance cannot be 
laid upon the value of vegetables, 
as from these and the cereals we de 
rive largely the mineral matter 
requisite to growth and strength. 
From English standards we give the 
following figures : To produce energy 
$1 in bread equals $3 in milk, $10 in 
beef. In building tissue $1 in peas 
equals $2 in cheese, $8 in eggs, $5 
in beef. We can thus see the- value 
of peas and beans in the dict of 
growing children, and, when compar- 
ed with the price of meat in this 
country, the odds are with the 
legumes. 

I have been also asked to give a 
balanced menu for three meals a 


day, and from our standard dicts 
for three plain meals I give the 
following : 

Breakfast : Grape fruit, wheatlet, 
cream and sugar, creamed fish, 
graham gems, coffee. 


Luncheon—Tomato soup, bread and 
butter, muffins, apple sauce, tea. 
cream and sugar. 

Dinner—Clear soup, crackers, roast 
beef, creamed potatoes, green beans, 
cottage pudding, and lemon sauce. 
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At six o'clock take 2 cups of 


‘mashed potatoes and 1 pint or more 


of warm water, 2 cups or more of 
flour ; stir all together. Dissolve J 
Royal Yeast cake in one-half cup of 
warm water for a few minutes, then 
add to the mixture.

If you 
have a thermometer have heat at 
245 degrees ; that is slow heat, and 
not hotter than 260 degrees. if 
loaves are large, bake one hour ; if 
medium, three-quarters of an hour.

AMBRICA DEFENDERS 


\defeat by Georges Carpentier, Dec. 


HAVE ADVANTAGE. 8th. 


In an exhaustive article discussing 
Sir Thomas Lipton'’s new cup chal- 
lenger, Shamrock 1V., and the con- 
ditions governing the American cup 
race, The London Times says : 

“Shamrock IV. will be a 75-footer, 
and the yachts being built in Ameri- 
ca from which the defender will be 
selected are being built to the same 
rating. The defenders will have 
some latitude, however, as, while 
Shamrock IV. will not be permitted 
to exceed seventy-five feet by the 
smallest fraction, the defending ves- 
sel need not necessarily come within 
that rating. 

ADVANTAGE TO DEFENDERS. 

“This in itself is a very much 
bigger advantage to the defenders 
than it may appear to anyone not 
intimately acquainted with the sport 
of yachting, as it will enable those 
in charge of the American ficet of 
potential defenders to find out the 
best trim in which,,their boats sail 
without having to worry about the 
exact rating. 

“Tf, for instance, a vessel already 
of the full seventy-five feet rating 
would be better for a little more 
ballast, which would by immersing 
her deeper increase her length, there 
is nothing to prevent her being so 
improved, but this applies only to 
the vessels built for the defence. 

“With the running of the lead keel 
of Shamrock IV. some time ago in- 
terest in all details relative to the 
forthcoming contest began to grow 
apace. 

“The lead keel has been computed 
at various weights ranging up to 
ninety tons. Far all we know it 
might be this or even more, but 
probably it is much under that. The 
yachts in this country more nearly 
approaching the dimensions of the 
challenger are the 23-meter cutters, 
which slightly exceed cighty feet on 
the water line. The ill-fated Bryn- 
hild of that rating, built in the same 
yard as that in which Shamrock 
IV. is being constructed, had about 
sixty-three tons of lead on her keel. 
It is hardly to be expected that a 75- 
footer would have fifty per cent. 
more weight. 

“The new challenger will, without 
doubt, be as extreme a type of boat 
as the rule will permit. Mr. Nichol- 
son has during the last two years 
shown us what he can do under the 
European rating rule with such ves- 
sels as Istra, Pamela and Paula TIT. 
fifteen-meter cutters which have been 
described as freaks, and we may con- 
sequently look forward to seeing a 
boat of abnormal proportions in 
Shamrock IV., built as she is with 
one specific object in view. 

FOLLOWS AMERICAN RULE. 

“A point of interest about the 
new boat is that she will be the first 
yacht built in this country under the 
American rule of measurements. For- 
mer Shamrocks, as well as the ves- 
sels which sailed against them, were 
built under an obsolete rule, incor- 
porated in the ‘deed of gift’ which 
governed the contests. 

“The existing rule of measurement 
in America came into force about 
the same time that the European 
Tnternational rule was framed and 
adopted in this country. Almost -as 
soon as it came into force Sir 
Thomas Lipton issued a_ challenge 
under it, rightly contending that a 
contest for a trophy of such impor- 
tance as the American cup should be 
between boats representative of a 
type in vogue, and not vessels of 
obsolete design, unless for ordinary 
rating either in America or Europe.” 


HOCKEY 


Winnipeg, March 5.—The Monarch- 
Strathcona combination defeated the 
Winnipegs 3 to 0 in the final game 
of the Winnipeg hockey league here 
tonight on ice that was pretty near- 
ly slush. 

The game was more or less a joke, 
the new Allen cup holders playing 
the first half and scored one goal, 
and then sent out Strathconas, who 
defeated Selkirk in the Independent 
league last night, they also outplay- 
ed the Winnipegs on heavy going.

According to George Aranyi 
and Count Salm Hoogstracten, the 
French and Austrian racquet wield- 
ers, this slip of a girl is far more 
sensational than Mrs. May Sutton 
Bundy in the days when the Cali- 
fornia girl swept the Emglish and 
European courts. 

Anthony F. Wilding, the famous 
Australian who beat McLoughlin for 
the English championship last year, 
and who will lead the Davis cup 
team into this country, has won 
notable honors with Miss Lenglen in 
the Riviera tournaments. He re- 
gards her as the peer of many of 
the men. 

The new star is a fair-haired girl, 
who has, by her rapidity, hard hit- 
ting and powers that amount to 
sorcery in anticipation of shots, 
cleaned up most of the international 
tournaments of the past season. 


WALTER KNOX WILL TRAIN 
ENGLISH ATHLETES. 


England can and does_ produce 
track performers in sprinting, dis- 
tance running and occasionally hurd- 
ling, but the science that is required 
in coaching and developing weight 
throwers, jumpers nd vaulters has 
heen sadly neglected there, as may 
be noticed in the summaries of recent 
British championships and Olympic 
ares, 

When the British Olympic council, 
after almgost two years of delibera- 
tion and squabbling about the ethies 
of Olympie competition, decided to 
spend $2,000 per year for a trainer, 
they made the best and most practi- 
cal movement in their campaign to 
retrieve their lost supremacy as the 
premier athletic nation by appoint- 
ing Walter Knox, the Scotech-Cona- 
dian, to take charge of the team for 
the 1916 Berlin Olympic games. 

Knox, a great natural athlete, with 
sterling performances at sprinting, 
weight throwing, Jumping nnd vault- 
ing to his eredit, has already had 
one experience handling an Olympic 
team. He directed the Canadian 
team at the last Olympic garres at 
Stockholm, and under his guidance 
;the wearers of the maple leaf were 


fairly suecessful. As an all-round 
athlete in his day, Knox had no 
superior. Fis record of 10 seconds 


for the 100-yard dash, 48 feet with 
the 16-pound shot, 12 feet 6 inches 
in the pole vault, 23 feet 8 inches in 
; the running broad jump and 150 feet 
with the 16-pound hammer have nev- 
er been equalled by any one man in 
the history of athletics. 

His knowledge of athletics ie 
picked up by practical experience in 
hoth amateur and professional com- 
petitions and by his coaching vari- 
ous athletic clubs and institutions in 
the Old Country and Canada. 

Rather short in stature, he is 
heavily built, with powerful legs and 
abundance of springy muscles. He 
was very popular with the athletes 
that made up the last Canadian 
Olympic team and that he was a 


striet disciplinarian was shown by

“The way of the transgressor——” 

The cleric veered, with kindness 
aforethought, and supplied a crumb of 
comfort instead of censure. 

“The way of the transgressor may 
anon be bordered with roses of sweet 
peace and solitude.

But that does not hold 
you from about-facing to home and 
loved ones, who still trust you. There 
is good ahead.

It was song service day. at the work- 
house. 

“Now,” said the minister, “let’s sing 
that good old song, ‘Bless’d Be the Tie 
That Binds.’

Beforo 
the second verse was reached the 
chapel was filled with music. Then— 

The visitors bent forward and scan- 
ned the faces of the prisoners. A 
voice somewhere among them rang 
out in rich tenor, clear and clean as 
a clarion call. It carried its notes as 
might a super-chorister. The old song 
echoed and re-echoed through the cell 
halls, and the tenor led all the rest. 

There was a voice that might have 
drawn encore and encore from _ the 
most fastidious and critical audience. 
Yet it was among the prisoners. But 
where? 

The third verse was beginning when 
the rapturous tenor was located.

‘SCHOOL FOR THE SOLDIERS 
|German Empire Establishes Courses 
That Young Men May Become 
Skilled In Some Occupation. 

In keeping with the German govern- 
ment’s idea of making the empire one 
‘vast training school for the develop- 
‘ment of the best there fs in the youth 
of the country for national commer- 
‘cial success regular business school 
‘courses are now being organized in 
the German army, so that the recruit 
during his term of military service 
will be fitting himself for the business 
life he will have to enter on quitting 
‘the colors, says the Army and Navy 
Journal, 

The hundreds of thousands of chil- 
dren are not permitted to pass through 
the public schools and to drift through 
life as unskilled laborers. Bach one, 
as far as the government can order it 
80, {s turned out skilled in some occu- 
pation. 

One of the most powerfully educa- 
tive forces in the empire is the con- 
tinuation r-hool originally intended 
to maintain some kind of discipline 
over youths from fourteen to eighteen 
years of age prior to their enlistment 
in the army. Of late years these con- 
tinuation schools have been changed 
into vocational schools. 

Twice every year great, flaming 
posters call the youth of the land to 
obligatory attendance at the trade and 
commercial schools. These posters 
enumerate more than 100 trades or vo- 
cations and each youth is summoned 
to appear at the school devoted to his 
particular calling. Connected with 
these schools have naturally grown 
up actual workshops, where the pupils 
handle real machinery and make com- 
mercial articles. - 

No one who observes the almost 
military precision with which all this 
vast system is carried along to the ad- 
vancement of the commercial success 
of the nation can fail to associate it 
with the impression made upon the 
popular mind by service in the army, 
‘and the student of sociology will not 
fail to make a note of the fact that 
this great method of training of the 
youth of a country has had its origin 
in the land which so many shallow 
thinkers have said was cursed by a 
‘militarism that was “crushing the 
life out of the industrial forces of the 
country and undermining the cbharac- 
ter of the youth of the land.”

AMERIGAN FACTORIES 
LOOKING TO THE WESI 


Great Interest In Western Canada on 

Part of United States Captains 

of Industries—!nquiries Made 

Possibly tn ro previous year has s0 
much interest been shown in the pos- 
sibilities of manufacture in Western 
Canada az was evinced during last 
year. The Industrial Bureau, Winni- 
peg, has been persistently carrylng on 
an advertising campaign, with the 
view of bringing manufacturing con- 
cerns to this city, and according to a 
recent report from Commissioner 
C. KF. Roland, the arguments advanced 
seem to appeal to manufacturers from 
the great number of enquiries re- 
ceived asking for definite information 
as regards manufacturing  possiblli- 
ties in almost a hundred different com- 
modities. Irom Connecticut we find 
enquiries regarding the establishment 
of a malleable Iron foundry. A Chicago 
concern, manufacturing elevators and 


conveying machinery requests a 
special report. Ag many 96 seven 
enquiries in 15 days were recelved 


relative to possibilities for manufac- 
turing automobiles and motor trucks. 
Conservative Holland Is investigating 
tho possibiliiies.of starting a plant for 


the utilization of flax. straw. products. 
From Massachusetts they ask regard- 
ing the chances for heating appliances, 
from Iowa regarding chemical manu- 
facturing. Iowa sends several Te 
quests from farm machinery factories, 
while.a large Hnglish organization 
propose the erection of a factory for 
producing household goods. Another 
old-established firm in England, manu- 
facturers of rope, binder twine, etc, 
fancy that Winnipeg would prove an 
{deal spot to locate a branch. Of 
more interest to the implement trade 
{s the fact of firms engaged in that 
business making enquiries, one a gas 
engine concern established in Phila- 
delphia for the past 40 years. Re- 
garding such, Commissioner Roland 
SAYS: 

“Most reliable results were obtained 
from that part of the advertising cam- 
paign covering agricultural imple- 
ments, wagons, carriages, etc. Nine 
enquiries are in hand asking for in- 
formation as regards the possibilities 
for manufacturing farm wagons, car- 
rilages, buggies and spring wagons 
here. From Milwaukee and from Lan- 
sing and Trenton, Mich.; from Port- 
land and from Mason City, Iowa, are 
flve inquiries as regards the manu- 
facture of stationary and portable en- 
gines and oll tractors. A large churn 
manufacturing company of Ohio also, 
asks for definite information.” 

Thus is Canada securing the fruits 
of a stable tariff policy. The develop- 
ment of diversified industries in the 
urban communities of the West is the 
surest foundation for successful mixed 
farming, and while many of the in- 
quirles received at Winnipeg, Regina, 
Calgary and other Western cities do 
not always result immediately in the 
rearing of factory chimneys, in a com- 
paratively few years the visitor to the 
West will hear the hum of machinery 
{n busy workshops in Western com- 
munities just as he does now in Mon. 
treal, Toronto and elsewhere, 


COST OF LIVING 
AND THE TARIFF 


Democrats Not Sure Lower 
will 


Prices 
Follow Tariff Reduotlon— 

A dispatch from Washington, which 
appeared in the Montreal “Gazette” 
of recent date, states that neither 
President Wilson nor any of the 
Democratic leaeders in Congress are 
willing to say that the free trade 
tariff bill, which has become law will 
reduce the cost of living. There is no 
longer the slightest pretence that the 
campaign pledge for a reduction tn 
food prices will materialize, Presi- 
dent Wilson himself has admitted that 
the only possible reduction will be in 
the case of free sugar, which does 
not become operative until three 
years have elapsed. 

There is not a member of the 
House and Senate who now contends 
that the cost of living will be reduced. 
They all admit frankly that the cost 
of living is not attributable to the 
tariff, but to natural conditions which 
exist in every country in the world. 
Some of President Wilson’s visitors 
have been pointing out to him that 
the Democratio party will soon be 
called to account for the continued 
high prices, but the President replied 
that the Democratic party had done 
all it could towards bringing about a 
reduction, and that if the medicine 
did not work no blame could be at- 
tached to the party. 

Apparently the only thing that has 
been achieved by the new tariff is 
the transfer of profits from the 
pockets of the American manufac- 
turers to those of the foreign manu- 
facturers. On the eve of the enact- 
ment of the new law the Democratio 
administration reluctantly admits that 
under the Republican policy of pro- 
tection wayes in the cotton, woolla 
and silk manufacturing industries in 
the United States during the past 23 
years have been increased to a con- 
siderable extent, while the nominal 
full-time Hours per week for tha p:in- 
cipal occupations combined have de- 
creased. This statement, appiying 
particularly to the textile industries 
of Philadelphia, has just been issued 
by the bureau of labor statistics of 
the Department of Commerce. Tho 
industries involved employ approxt- 
mately 333,000 persons. 

The Democrats are quietly admit 
ting that while there cannot possibly 
be any reducion In the cost of living, 
there is danger. that the profits of 
American manufacturers will be Im. 
paired and that wages will be re- 
duced. Instead of achieving some- 
thing for the people, considerable 
harm may be wrought by the  pas- 
dage of the new tariff bill. 

The truth of the matter {s that the 
the tariff cannot be blamed for the 
cost of living. Economists of stand- 
ing have noted high cost of living un- 
der low tariffs, and low cost of living 
under high tariffs. Present high 
prices are world-wide and the action 
of any one country in the matter of 
tariffs cannot materially affect the 
price paid by the ultimate consumer. 
This thought should be given due con- 
sideration by those who would knock 
down the Canadian tariff wall with 
one blow, on the supposition that It 
would immediately save every Can- 
adian many dollars. Under the pre- 
sent trade policy every Canadian has 
dollars to spend, even under high 
cost of living conditions. Alter the 
polley and he is more Nkely to have 
no work, and therefore no money to 
purchase what he needs, which would 
bo little if any cheaper.

these resources to the provinces on 
fair terms. How was his proposition 
received? 

The three Western provinces de- 
manded thet not only the natural 
but the annual money 
grant in lieu of these resources, 
should be theirs. Such a proposition 
could not be entertained. To every- 
body the proposition looked as if it 
were made to defeat the object for 
which it was supposed to be intend- 
ed. : >

1/Ontario and Quebec have already par- 


ticipated in the division of the ter- 
ritory received by .purchase from the 
Bay Company, but the 
provinces by the sea, although par- 
ties to the purchase, have not realiz- 
ed anything from the division. When 
the proposition of the Western Pre- 
miers, was submitted’ to the. Liberal 
Premicr of Nova Scotia, Hon. Geo. 
Murphy, he refused to consent to it, 
and pointed out that the cash grant 
now received by the prairie provinces 
-was- given as follows: 

“A portion for gencral subsidy and 
another portion specifically in lieu of 
lands. If this be the case it would 
look somewhat unreasonable for 
these provinces to ask, in view of 
the great financial difficulties of some 
of the other provinces, for both lands 
and the money.”’ 


AN UNREASONABLE DEMAND. 


Here is a Liberal Premier pointing 
out the unreasonableness of the de- 
mand. Hon. Mr. Murray further dis- 
cussed this matter and reached this 
conclusion : 

“(1) That when it was deemed ex- 
pedient to retain the lands in the 
control of the Dominion Government 
this was the consideration for a 
substantial money allowance being 
made to the province in lieu of these 
lands. 

(2) That the whole financial ar- 
rangement for the Western Provinces 
appears to have been made ina fair 
and gencrous spirit so that these 
provinces, in my opinion, do not ap- 
pear to have any ground for finan- 
cial complaint as to their treatment 
in comparison with the other prov- 
inces of the Dominion. In fact, I 
think I can present an almost un- 
answerable case in the other direc- 
tion. d 

‘“*(3) That if the allowances in lieu 
of land was, when made, fair and 
reasonable (as to which there does 
not appear to have been any ques- 
tion), it certainly cannot be fair and 
reasonable for these provinces now 
to ask for both the lands and the 
money which was paid them in lieu 
of lands. The adoption of such a 
proposal by the Federal Government 
would be an entire disturbance of the 
financial arrangement between the 
various provinces and calculated to 
produce widespread discontent. 

“(4) That if in the interests of any 
of the provinces it be_deemed expe- 
dient to make further grants from 
tho Don-inion treasury for provincial 
purposes, such action should only be 
taken as part of a general readjust- 
ment of financial arrangements in 
which all the provinces should ae 
{ 
needs of the western provinces 
call for additional financial grants 
(and I have no doubt: such is the 
case), either by giving lands or bet- 
ter financial terms, I do not take 
the ground that their case should 
not be considered, but I do, in jus- 
tice to the other provinces, urge pan 
an 


an opportunity to participate. 
the 


their claims be inquired into 
dealt with at the same time.”’ 

It will thus be seen that no agrec- 
ment to the proposition of the west- 
ern provinecs could be secured from 
tho eastern provinces. 


AGREEABLE ON “FAIR TERMS” 


Rt. Hon. Mr. Borden pointed out 
his position on this question—favor- 
able to restitution, but on the terms 
he laid down—'‘fair terms.”

Western 
Liberal members gave endorsement 
to Mr. Borden’s position by refusing 
to endorse the western Premiers’ de- 
mand. . - 

Mr. Borden is prepared to do jus- 
tice to the prairie provinces as soon 
as the leaders in those provinces are 
prepared to accept just terms. 


Aight of Private Property 


University Press. Bulletin) 
In view of the discussion at pres- 
ent going on In the press of Alberta 


as to the responsibilty of the vari- 
ous cities for the care of the un- 
employed, the article of Daniel .F. 


Kellog, of the New York Sun, in the 
January North American Review, 
under the above heading, is of inter- 
est. Discussing the increasing preva- 
lence of the view that the better-to- 
do part of the community should be 
taxed for the benefit of the less for- 
tunate, Mr. Kellog writes : 
‘‘However it may be vaguely and 
tenderly defined, there has _ been 
going on with us in recent years 
and is now proceeding with giant 
strides a rapine of private property 
for public benefit and an organiza- 
tion of political action based upon 
the idea that the State should 
furnish individuals with conveni- 
ences, comforts and luxuries which 
in all countries and in all past times 
it has been supposed that individuals 
should procure for themselves. It is 
a movement that is characterized 
not simply by a silly and fatuous 
humanitarianism and an_ extra- 
ordinary degree of unreason, but by 
obvious motives of plunder, and by 
attempts which have now become 
unglossed and unveiled to make the 
poorer classes favored both in taxa- 
tion and in the application of general 
law itself. 

The parious state into which 
municipal credit has fallen all over 
the United States is due to the 
tremendous over-expenditure of 
municipalities for the pleasure and 
comfort of their inhabitants, that is 
to say, to an eager and _ reckless 
authorization of those expenditures 
by the mass of people in these cities 
who are actuated by the notion that 
the burden of the expense will only 
in a small degree fall upon them- 
selves. personally.’’ 

This tendency on the part of the 
propertyless citizens to recklessly 
mortgage the present and the future 
in providing, at the expense of 
private property, all sorts of luxur- 
‘es and accommodations for the pub- 
lic, Mr. Keltog thinks, bids fair to 
result in a state of gencral poverty, 
and its encouragement is character- 
ized as the policy of the statesman 
who said ‘‘After us the deluge.’’

Friends of the Insane 


A mental hospital where insane 
patients work out of doors, raise 
prize horses and cattle, supply the 
asylum with milk and butter, and in 
1912 netted a profit of $40,000 to 
the province, is described in John 
Langan’s article, ‘‘Friends of the In- 
sane,” in February Canada Monthly. 
Some account. of the methods pur- 
sued in this remarkable institution 
follows : 

“A little consideration for 
wishes of patients, unreasonable 
though they may seem, is another 
notable factor in caring for the in- 
sane. Shortly before our visit, a 
woman patient who had refused to 
eat for some weeks, and had been 
fed after the manner of the hunger 
strikers, expressed a wish for some 
sweetbreads. The attendant convey- 


the 


ed her desire to Dr. Doherty, the 
head of the institution, and he 
promptly set about fulfilling it. 


Sweetbreads were not to be found in 
the Vancouver or New Westminster 
markets. But the doctor is not the 


kind that gives up. He sent to 
Seattle and got some tinned sweet- 
breads. The patient ate them rav- 
enously, and before the supply was 
all gone consented to eat any kind 
of food. Before long an improve- 
ment avas noticed in her condition, 
and two months later she was dis- 
charged as cured. 

“Another thing is of extreme 
value. The patients are placed in 
classes, or groups. Insane patients 
carry with them, to a large extent, 
the habits of their sane existence. 
Those who naturally eat -with forks 
and understand the intricacies of the 
tinger-bowl, when insane will contin- 
ue to behave in civilizedfashion at 


table. Those who come from uncul- 
tured homes where fingers most cer- 
tainly were made—and employed— 
before forks, will learn no better 


manners in insanity. The tables in 
the diningroom are allotted in such 
a way that those patients who have 
some idea of the niceties of life are 
kept together, while those who in- 
sist on eating with their fingers are

| Forest Reserves 


New Departmental Regulations 
governing the grazing of.cattle and 
horses in Dominion Forest Reserves 
were authorized on August 8th, 1913, 
and will be put into effect at. the 
beginning of the coming grazing 
season. The Regulations provide for 
the issuance of yearly permits, which 
will be renewable if the regulations 
are duly observed. No leases will 
be granted for the grazing of live 
stock in Forest Reserves. The 
number of live stock authorized by 
any permit may be reduced not more 
than 20 percent. at the close of any 
grazing season, and not below a 
minimum number to pe fixed by the 
Director of Forestry.' No fencing 
will be authorized except the con- 
struction of drift fences. 

Information in regard to grazing 
may be secured from the Forest 
Supervisor at Pincher Creek, who 
will furnish copies of the detailed 
tegulations and application forms. 
Applications should be sent to the 
Supervisor before March Ist, and 
must be on the proper form. 

In dealing with applications prefer- 
ence will be given to small owners 
residing on and owning property near 
the Forest Reserves, who are depen- 
dent on the Forest Reserve for range 
for their stock. 

Dues will be payable in advance. 
The exact rate of dues will be fixed 
by the Director of Forestry, but 
will lie between a minimum of five 
cents and a maximum of ten cents 
per head per month. . 

Sheep grazing will be allowed only 
on such areas as may be specially 
designated for that purpose. The 
dues for sheep will be one-fourth of 
those charged for cattle.—54751,

ours. We have added more comfort 
for the nursing staff, too. A much 
needed dining room forms part of 
the new addition. The heating sys- 
tem was altered from hot air to 
steam, and this has added to the 
comfort of the building, not to men- 
tion that, taking into consideration 
the increased size 61 Tie hospital, 
aur coal bills are much less than 
they used to be. 

We, of course, had other ambitions 
in the matter of a nurses’ home. 
Wunds for carrying on this building 
|were in sight and arranged for, but 
the depression in the money market 
has put a crimp'in our plans. We 
had sold some of our land to the 
Cement Builders, Limited, but this 
company avere unable to fulfil their 
agreement, so our plans~have been 
abandoned for the time being. How- 
ever, although the city now owns all 
the hospital property, we think that 


on the return of normal conditions | 


this much needed nurses’ home should 
be built. We confidently, therefore, 
look to the city to carry out this 
work at as early a date as is com- 
patible with money conditions. 

As I have stated before the city 
now own.-the hospital property, They 
also own the furniture and any capi- 
tal expenditure in the future will 
have ‘to be taken care of by them. 
This does not, of course, mean that 
our hospital is now a municipal 
affair. It is not the desire of the 
City Council to conduct the affairs 
of the hospital. They are, I might 
say, almost anxious that we should 
continue as we have been, a corpora- 
tion, managed by a boztd of direc- 
tors, nine in number, three of which 
are appointed annually by the*city, 
the balance to, be appointed by the 
members of the hospital. The direc- 
tors appointed by the members serve 
three yoars and three retire each 
year at present. This is the first 
year that the city have appointed 
three directors, the number they are 
entitled to under the new agree- 
ment, so that we shall have to have 
a little re-arrangement of the term 
of years each director serves.or have 
only two retire each year. 

The cessation of railroad work in 
our immediate vicinity, and the lack 
of activity in other lines of business, 
together with the closing down of 
manufactories, has reduced the num- 
ber of hospital days for 1913. snd 
this, coupled with the increased size 
of our hospital, has increased our 
expenses, particularly in the matter 
of insurance, light and heat. The 
cost of provisions, too, has an up- 
ward tendency, so that you will not 
wonder atthe cost of a patient per 
day being $2.01 for last year, as 
compared with $1.58 in 1912. Tn 
spite of all of these increases, the 
cost per patient per day does not 
cont up to that of 2907, the year 
of our last depression, when the cost 

was $2.35. 

However, to meet this increase in 
cost we had to raise som of our 
rates. For tho semi-private wards 
upstairs we charge $2.00 a day. The 
private wards are $3.00 instead of 
$2.00, as heretofore. The public 
wards are the same as they used to ye 
$9.00 a

namely, $1.50 per day or 
week, These changes 
last July. 

We, of course, only get 25 cents a 
day per patient from tho govern- 
The latter have enacted laws 
which are presumed to help hos- 
pitals collect fees for the indigent 
sick who come from other cities and 
towns. But these faws ended when 
they were printed as far as their 
practical application is concerned. 
Their legal interpretation precludes 
the hospitals being able to foree 
the said cities and towns "to pay 
for their indigent sick unless they 
were expressly sent to hospitals un- 
der authority froms them, and so far 
in our expérience we have not hada 
single case of a patient having an 
order from such authority, and it is 
quite unlikely that a town Council 
will give any such order if they can 
evade it, which it is easily possible 
to do under existing circumstances. 
This is a subject to be taken up by 
all the hospitals together. One
